WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 
M argaret Chase Smith of Maine 
is expected to announce today 
that she w’ill try for the Repub­ 
lican presidential nomination. 
If she takes the plunge and 
beats the half-dozen or so de­ 
clared 
and 
undeclared 
aspir­ 
ants to the G O P’s top prize — 
w’hich political observers consid­ 
er unlikely—she w’ould 
be 
the 
first woman ever to run on the 
national ticket of a m ajor politi­ 
cal party. 
The first big step along this 
ro a i 
would 
be 
announcem ent 
that she intends to enter the 
New’ 
Ham pshire 
presidential 
prim ary. More likely is adecla- 
ration that she w’ill not discour­ 
age supporters 
from 
entering 
her name.

LANSING (AP)—Ten resolu­ 
tions proposing changes in 41 
sections of the new Constitution 
are being drafted for introduc­ 
tion 
in 
the 
legislature 
this 
week with a one-month dead­ 
line for passage. 
If approved by lawmakers, 
the 
resolutions—distilled from 
several weeks of study by an 
informal, bi-partisan committee 
—would go on the ballot in a 
special election April 28. 
Rep. E. D. O’Brien, D-Detroit, 
said Thursday the committee, 
of which he is co-chairman, 
faces “a tight schedule” in get­ 
ting the resolution approved by 
Feb. 28. 
That deadline he said, is nec­ 
essary 
for 
the 
secretary 
of 
state to have the 60 days re­ 
quired by law to set up ma­ 
chinery for the special election 
in April. 
Each of the resolutions covers 
one section of the new Constitu­ 
tion, and each will be voted on 
separately in the legislature, re­ 
quiring a two-thirds vote of 
both chambers for approval. 
O’Brien said the amendments 
in 41 sections were those which 
the committee felt were “abso­ 
lutely necessary” for a decision 
by voters immediately. 
Boiled down from an original 
list of appproximately IOO pro­ 
posed changes, the amendments 
would leave only two of the 
Constitution’s 
12 
articles 
un­ 
touched. 
Many lawmakers believe the 
proposed amendment with the 
best chance of acceptance in 
the legislature is that which 
would freeze the present legis­ 
lative districts through Jan. I, 
1965. 
This would, in effect, instruct 
the apportionment commission 
now working cm a redistricting 
plan to “ignore” the 1964 elec­ 
tion—and permit lawmakers to 
seek re-election in their present 
districts.

The big project is part of the 
eight mile M-95 highway pro­ 
ject of the Bacco Construction 
Co., of Iron Mountain, which is 
scheduled 
for 
completion in 
1965. 
Men and machinery are load­ 
ing fill into the lake. The base 
for the highway w ill extend 700 
feet across the lake when com­ 
pleted. This big fill project was 
started about three w'eeks ago, 
and is expected to be completed 
in another month. 


Presently, the fill extends 30 
feet above the surface of the 
lake. F ill is being dumped into 
35 feet of water, which then 
pushes into a muck base esti­ 
mated to be 30 feet deep.
